subjccts on wbicb it bas uo rigbt to
lcgislato berc.

And bow docs tlio gcntlcnian'o sccond
rnlo toucb tbis subjcct? Aro tbo Statcs
bDlind, by tbcir "dutics and obligations"
townrds eacb otbcr, to rcfrain from nbol-isliin- g

Slavcry nnd Slavo trado witbin
tbcir respcctivc liniiu? Nobody prctcnds
tbis.

Mnny Statcs bavc donc it, nnd many
niorc may yct do it, for auy tbing tbat cau
lio found to thc conti ary in tbo Constitiition.
And cau any groatcr cvil rcsult to any of
tbc Slavo Statcs from tbo cxcrciso of u
powcr by Congrcss to abolisb slavcry and
tbo slave trado witbin tbo limils of tbis
District, tban would rcsult from tbo cxcr-
ciso, by tlio Statcs, of tbcir admittcd pow-
cr of doing tbo saino tbing witbin tlioir lim-

ils? May not Maryland, for cxamplc, if
sbo cliooscs, put cnd to tlicsocvils witb-
in bcr limits? And would nSttbe cxcrcifo
of tlic powcr bo as dangoroiis to tbo pcacc
of South, as would bo tbo oxorcise of
tbo saino powcr by Congrcss in rcgard to
tbis District?

And bas gcntlcnian's tbird rulo a
tnoro npproprinto upplicntion to tbo prcscnt

wliat purposc, in rcforcnccto tbis argiuncnt
is it to say tliat Uongrcss cau jiass no law
in rctereuco to tnis jjistrict wnicu uic
Statcs aro proliibiiod from passing?

Statcs probibitcd from passing laws
nbolisbing Slavcry and tbo Slavc Iradc
witbin tbcir respcctivc liniils?

Tbc gcntlcman from Virgin'ia says, tbo
Constitiition dcclarcs tbat "privato propcr-
ty slmll not 1)3 takcn for public usc, w;itli-o- ut

just compcnsation." Supposiug tbis to
havc nnv nnnlication to tbo lircscut case,
it only involves tbo inquiry, wbrtbcr hlaycs
can no riglitluiiy cinancipatcd ny icgisiauvo
nutborilv. witbout providiiiK a just com- -

ticnsation to tbcir mastcrs. Tbis tniicbca
n nucstion wbicb 1 will not now discuss,
immoly: wbat is fouudation of tlio rigbt
to tbc slavc, wbicb is said to be veEtcd in
tlio tnastcr? Concrcss. bowevcr, arc not
abkod to tako privato propcrty for public
usc; hut to Irco tlio Atrican lrom tlio

condilion of boing tbo propcrty of
unotbcr, to tbo not tlmt bq may

tho propcrty of tlio public, but tbo
propiictor of bimscif. lltit tbis not all
wo nrc callcd on to do. Wo arc nskcd to
probibit mcn from niuking mcrcbaiidisoof
tbcir fcllow mcn; from buying nud sclling

'to gct gain.' Do gcntlcnicn talk of u
compcnsation to tlio blavo nicrcbniit for
tbo loss of sucb n privilcgc? Do tbey ovcn
touc.h tbo subjcct of tbo Slavo trndo witb-
in tbis District? Dare tbey do it? Aro
tbcrc nny 'vcstcd riglits' iu tlio way of lc-

gislation on tbis subjcct? Is tburc any
piestion ubout "compcnsation" involvcd?
nny limitation growing out of 'ilio natuio
of society, and of govcrniiicnt,' to wbicb
tbc gentlcman from Virginin refcrs? nny
cxprcss or implicd infriugcmcut of tbc
rigbts of tbo Statcs? nny kind of obsiaclc,
iu sbort, but tlio wantof a will in tboso
wbolmvo tbc powcr to put down tbis ubuui-inabl- o

traflic.

nucstion ariscs Wherc is tlio limitation to
bo found for which gciitlcincnso carnestly
contcnd? I nm iiiisweicd iu tho aclsof
ccssion, by wbicb tbo Stutes of Virginia
nnd Mnrylur.d ceded tho territory wliich
forms this District to tho Unitcd States.
Theso acts, say gcntleincn, aro conclusivo
upon tlio snbject.
